FRANCE  AS  A  MARKET  FOR  CITRUS  FRUIT 

General  situation:     France  has  steadily  .increased  her  imports 

of  citrus  fruit  in  the  last  five  years.     This  trend  has  also  "been 

true  of  other  fruits  such  as  apples  and  pears.     The  increase  in  fruit 

is  partly  explained  "by  the  relatively  higher  purchasing  power  of  France 

as  compared  with  that  of  other  important,  fruit  markets  such  as  the 

United  Kingdom,  Germany,  and  the  Scandinavian  countries,  as  well  as 

by  the  stability  of  the  franc.     The  fact  that  import  regulations  have 

not  been  as  drastic  as  those  promulgated  by  Germany,  Poland,  Holland, 

and  Denmark  has  also  helped  to  increase  imports. 

.  «•  ■ 

French  imports  of  citrus  increased  from  around  7,000,000  boxes 
a  year  in  1929-30  to  10,600,000  boxes  in  1933-34.     In  the  last  year 
78  percent  of  citrus  imports  consisted  of  oranges,  14  percent  of 
mandarins  and  8  percent  of  lemons.     Grapefruit  are  classed  with  oranges 
and  therefore  not  recorded  separately.'    Imports  of  citrus  from  the 
United  States  are  reported  under  the  orange  classification.     In  1933-34 
about  75,000  boxes  were  so  recorded.     This  figure  includes  a  consider- 
able quantity  of  grapefruit.     Imports  from  the  United  States  are 
increasing  and  are  heaviest  from  June  to  October.     Spain  is  the  prin- 
cipal source  of  oranges,  Spain  and  Algeria  of  mandarins,  and  Italy 
and  Spain  are  the  chief  sources  of  lemons. 

The  tariff  schedules  on  citrus  were  changed  and  most  classifica- 
tions sharply  increased  during  April  1935.     A  two-column  tariff  is 
in  effect,  the  United  States  taking  the/minimum  rate.     In  terms  of 
dollars,  oranges  from  the  United  States  are  dutiable  at  around  $0.88 
a  box,  grapefruit  at  $2.41  a  box  and  lemons  at  $0.54  a  box,  plus  an 
import  tax  of  2  percent  of  the  duty-paid  value  in  each  case.  Oranges 
and  tangerines  have  been  subject  to  quota  restrictions  since  the  increase 
in  the  duty.     No  specific  quota  has  been  allotted  the  United  States  due 
to  her  small  share  in  the  orange  trade  and  consequently,  any  orange 
imports  from  the  United  States  will  have  to  enter  under  the  small  quota 
allotted  to  unspecified  countries. 

Although  the  United  States  share  of  the  orange  trade  is  small 
the  United  States  is  probably  the  chief  supplier  of  grapefruit,  at 
least  during  the  summer  season,  May  to  October. 

France  has  a  small  production  of  oranges  and  lemons,  amounting 
to  less  than  50,000  boxes  a  year.     Orange  «;pro  duct  ion  averages  around 
30,000  boxes  and  lemons  7,000  boxes  a  year.     Crops  probably  would  be 
somewhat  larger  were  it  not  for  the  practice  of  removing  blossoms 
for  uce  in  the  perfume  industry.

The  average  annual 
impoit  of  mandarins,  during  the  period  1929-30  to  1933-34,  amounted 
to  about  1,400, 000  boxes.    Practically  all  of  the  supply  was  received

more  tnan  half.     Arrivals  from  Spain  have  shown  an  increase  in  the 
last  live  years  but  the  total  mandarin  imports  have  remained  practi- 
cally stationary.     This  was  due  to  the/fact  that  the  decline  in  imports 
irom  Algeria  was  about  equal  to  the  increase  in  arrivals  from  Spain, 
ine  mandarin  season  is  rather  short  extending  from  November  to  April, 
ine  Duik  of  France's  imports  are  made  from  December  to  February. 
See  tables  pages  5  and  7. 

Lemon  imports,  although  small  as  compared  with  oranges, 
nave  shown  an  increase  during  the  5-year  period  1929-30  to  1933-34. 
me  average  annual  number  of  boxes  imported  by  France  during  this 
period  was  around  735,000,  of  which  Italy  supplied  about  two-thirds 
ana  Spam  one-third.     Small  amounts  are  also  received  from  Algeria 
and  other  countries. 

The  amount  of  lemons  shipped  into  France  is^about  the  same 
throughout  the  year.     The  peak  months  are  June  and  July.  About 
lb  percent  of  the  season's  shipments  arrive  in  June,  the  heaviest 
month    and  5  percent  in  September,  the  lightest  month  of  importation. 
•See  tables  pages  5  and  8. 

Import  requirements;     Import  duties  on  grapefruit ' and  man- 
darins were  revised  sharply  upward  effective  April  12,  1935.  In 
addition,  the  maximum  rates  on  oranges  were  increased.     Import  quota 
restrictions  were  adopted  "or  oranges  on  April  28,  1935.  Before 
entry  of  oranges  can- be  made  under  the  quota,  licenses  must  be.  secured. 
The  increase  in  the  duty  on  grapefruit  probably  will  affect  adversely 
imports  of  this  fruit  from  the  United  States  but  raising -thqfaandar in 
duty  is  of  little  significance  since  the  United  States  does  not  export 
any  to  France. 
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France  has  minimum  and  maximum  duties.     Fruit  from  the  United 
States  takes  the  lower  rate.     Maximum  rates  are  four  times  the  minimum 
rates  with  the  exception  of  lemons,   in  which  case  the  maximum  is  twice 
as  large  as  minimum  rate.     The  rates  charged  for  fruit  from  the  United 
States  are:     Oranges,  fr.  36.40;  grapefruit,  fr.  100.00;  and  lemons , 
fr.  20.80,  all  per  100  kilos.     In  terms  of  dollars  these  rates  work 
'out  at  around  $0.88  per  "box  for  oranges,  $2.41  per  box  for  grapefruit, 
$1.81  per  "box  for  tangerines  and  $0.54  per  "box  for  lemons.     To  the  duty- 
there  must  he  added  an  import  tax  amounting  to  2  percent  of  the  duty-paid 
value,  or,  on  a  standard  citrus-box  basis,  a  charge  of  roughly  5<2  to  lOi , 
depending  on  the  value. 

The  duties  on  oranges  and  lemons  can  be  said  to  he  fairly  moderate  , 
especially  on  the  latter,  but  the  new  duty  on  grapefruit  is  extremely 
high  and  that  on  mandarins  high  enough  to  discourage  imports  somewhat; 
Citrus  from  Algeria  enters  France  free  of  duty.     No  doubt  the  recent 
increases  in  the  duties  were  designed,   in  part  at  least,  as  an  aid  to 
Algeria.     See  table  page  9. 

France  as  a  market  for  American  citrus t     In  the  last  few  years 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  imports  of  American  citrus  fruit 
into  France.    The  kinds  of  citrus  are  not  shown  separately  but  included 
with  the  orange  imports.     Judging  by  the  exports  of  citrus  from  the  United 
States  to  other  countries,  the  trade  must  consist  almost  entirely  of 
oranges  and  grapefruit.     In  addition    to  direct  imports  from  the  United 
States  some  shipments  of  American  fruit  are  received  indirectly  from 
other  countries  such  as  the  United  Kingdom. 

Direct  imports  of  citrus  fruit  from  the  United  States  were  not 
reported  until  the  1931-32  season  when  the  total  reached  29,500  boxes, 
climbed  to  60,800  boxes  in  the  1932-33  season  and  reached  75,000  boxes 
in  the  1933-34  season.     During  these  same  years  imports  from  the  United 
Kingdom  declined,  which  would  indicate  that  some  of  that  fruit  at  least 
was  of  United  States  origin. 

The  new  import  regulations  may  affect  the  United  States  trade 
in  oranges  and  grapefruit  considerably.     The  increase  in  the  minimum  duty 
on  grapefruit  from  about  $0.87  to  $2.41  a  box  is  so  great  that  it  can 
hardly  fail  to  check  the  increase  in  consumption  and  possibly  retard  it. 
Putting  a  quota  on  oranges  results  in  a  limitation  of  imports.  The 
United  States  was  not  given  cv  separate-quota  allotment  such  as  Spain 
received,  since  the  United  States  supplies  only  a  small  proportion  of 
the  total  imports.     Any  imports  from  the  United  States  mast  co.e  out  of 
the  small  quota  allotted  to  "other  countries"  not  specifically  provided 
for  in  the  order.     Details  of  the  quotas  are  not  yet  available,  but  it 
is  assumed  that  orange  imports  from  the  United  States  will  not  be  seriously 
restricted  since  such  shipments  have  generally  arrived  from  June  to 
November,  at  which  period  the  French  maricets  are    sparsely  suoplied 
with  oranges. 
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It  is  reported  that  Spanish  oranges  automatically  t;ook  the 
maximum  rate  on  July  8,  at  which  time  the  commercial  agreement 
between  the  .two  countries  expired.    New  treaty  negotiations  have 
so  far  been  unsuccessful.     Should  the  maximum  rate  "be. applied 
to  Spanish  oranges  they  would  he  dutiable  at  the  high  figure  of  $3.51 
per  standard  box  instead  of  $0.88.     The  general  feeling  is  that  a 
new  agreement  will  be  signed  before  the  start  of  the  next  orange 
season  in  November.     If  the  maximum  rate  were  to  apply  to  Spanish 
oranges,  naturally  the  United  States  would  have  a  tremendous  compe- 
titive advantage  over  Spain  in  the  French  market  providing  American 
oranges  are  allowed  to  enter  in  larger  quantities  than  those  permitted 
at  the  present  time.
